less. 

If  you  want  LATE  FLOWERS  No.  3  size  will  do,  but  flower  spikes  will  not  be  as  good 
the  first  year,  but  again  less  cost  to  you. 

If  you  want  the  BEST  FOR  PROPAGATION  then  No.  4  size  in  addition  to  giving  you 
some  flowers  will  produce  a  fine  crop  of  No.  1  and  No.  2  bulbs,  with  a  maximum  production 
of  bulblets  (cormels).  I  never  buy  anything  smaller  than  No.  4. 

If  you  want  to  start  with  the  SMALLEST  INVESTMENT  you  may  buy  No.  5  size 
or  cormels.  It  is  quite  satisfactory  to  start  with  No.  5  size  but  I  do  not  recommend  that 
you  buy  bulblets  unless  you  have  had  experience  in  growing  them.  We  cannot  guarantee 
bulblets  true  to  name  as  it  is  too  easy  to  get  them  mixed  in  storage  handling.

Plant  Bearded  Irises  in  the  sunniest  and 
best  drained  places  in  the  garden.  They  require 
the  moisture  but  will  not  do  well  in  naturally 
wet  soil.  Do  not  use  stable  manure  in  soil 
intended  for  Bearded  Iris. 

Bearded  Irises  are  shipped  dry  and  should 
be  planted  as  soon  as  received.  Our  plants 
will  come  properly  trimmed  and  the  roots 


DIRECTIONS 

pruned  back  ready  for  planting.  Should  the 
tops  be  dried  out  and  the  roots  appear  shriv¬ 
eled  when  the  plants  are  opened,  no  harm  is 
done  as  the  rhizomes  will  start  new  growth 
soon  after  they  are  planted. 

Plant  shallow  so  that  the  rhizomes,  or 
fleshy  part  of  the  root  lies  in  a  horizontal 
position  and  is  barely  covered.

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 


Peonies  should  be  planted  in  fertile,  well- 
drained  soil,  and  where  they  will  get  the  full 
sun  at  least  half  the  day.  They  will  not  do 
well  in  poorly  drained  ground,  nor  where 
water  stands  about  their  roots  during  any 
part  of  the  year. 

Any  garden  soil  will  grow  good  Peonies, 
but  the  more  care  that  is  given  to  preparing 
the  ground  where  Peonies  are  to  be  planted, 
the  better  the  blooms  will  be.  Under  no  cir¬ 
cumstances  should  fresh  manure  be  used 
around  Peonies. 


Set  the  planting  divisions  in  the  prepared 
soil  at  a  depth  so  that  the  new  eyes,  or  buds, 
will  not  be  over  2  inches  below  the  surface  of 
the  ground  after  the  loose  soil  and  the  roots 
have  settled.

LTnpack  the  Gladiolus  bulbs  as  soon  as  received  and  keep  in  a  cool  cellar  until  ready  to 
plant.  Any  good  garden  soil  will  answer,  but  do  not  use  any  fresh  manure  Jn  the  spring.  If 
fertilizer  is  required  apply  barnyard  manure  the  previous  fall  or  use  bone  meal  in  spring. 


WHEN  TO  PLANT 

In  Central  New  York  the  best  time  to  plant 
is  from  May  1st  to  15th,  when  the  weather 
has  become  settled.  If  you  are  farther  south, 
plant  earlier.  A  good  plan  is  to  plant  when 
maple  trees  begin  to  open  their  leaves.  For 


later  flowers  you  may  plant  at  various  periods 
up  to  the  4th  of  July. 

HOW  TO  PLANT 

The  general  method  is  to  plant  in  rows  any¬ 
where  from  134  feet  to  4  feet  apart,  depend¬ 
ing  on  the  method  of  cultivation  to  be  em-

ployed.  Dig  a  trench  5  inches 
deep  and  2  inches  wide  at  the 
bottom.  Place  the  bulbs  on 
the  bottom  of  the  trench,  3 
inches  to  5  inches  apart,  and 
then  fill  the  trench  level 
full  with  soil.  Deep  planting 
and  close  planting  both  help 
the  plants  to  stand  erect  at 
blooming  time. 

WHERE  TO  PLANT 

They  will  bloom  if  planted 
most  anywhere.  They  will 
not  be  at  their  best  if  roots 
from  large  trees  penetrate  the 
ground  where  they  are  lo¬ 
cated.  Remember  that  the 
roots  of  trees  reach  out 
further  than  the  branches. 

Out  in  the  garden  or  in  spe¬ 
cial  beds  is  the  place  where 
they  will  flaunt  their  beauty 
to  perfection.  Plenty  of  air 
and  sunshine  makes  them 
strong  and  sturdy. 

WATER 

If  you  wish  you  may  water 
them  in  dry  seasons,  but 
water  thoroughly.  Dig  into 
the  soil  after  you  think  they 
are  soaked  and  if  the  soil  is 
not  wet  5  inches  give  them 
still  more  water.  Don’t 
sprinkle  a  little  every  evening, 
but  give  them  a  thorough 
soaking  and  let  them  alone 
for  a  week. 

CULTIVATION 

Do  it  after  every  rain  or 
watering.  Keep  the  surface 
loose  and  don’t  let  the  weeds 
live  on  the  moisture  which 
belongs  to  the  Glads. 

DIGGING  AND  STORING 

As  the  maple  begin  to  lose 
their  leaves,  lift  the  bulbs,  cut 
the  tops  off  close  to  the  bulb 
and  expose  to  sunshine  for 
two  or  three  days.  Then  store 
in  a  cool,  dry  cellar,  40°  is 
best.  In  about  three  weeks  you  can  remove 
the  old  bulb  and  roots  with  ease. 

BLOOMING  TIME 

Go  out  in  the  garden  early  each  morning 
and  see  the  new  ones  with  the  dew  on  them. 
If  you  want  them  for  house  decoration  cut 


them  in  the  forenoon  when  two  or  more  flow¬ 
ers  have  opened.  Put  in  vases  or  baskets  with 
fresh  cool  water.  Give  fresh  water  every 
morning,  remove  wilted  flowers  and  cut  about 
54  inch  off  the  stem.  Given  this  care,  every 
bud  on  the  stalk  will  open  in  the  house.  Give 
them  a  personality  and  you  will  enjoy  them 
twice  as  much.
